Depends on Fifteen Districts. 

“ We only have to lose fifteen districts.to 
lose the house,” continued Mr. Babcock. 
’ There are peculiar conditions in much more 
than that number of districts in every cam- 
paign. This year the confusion outside of 8 
general politics, and entirely independent of 
the national ticket, is even greater than is 
usually the case. 

“In 1808, after McKinley had been tri- 
umphantly elected two years before and in 
the excitement of war time, wé carried the 
house by a bare majority of thirteen, which 
is plenty to do work with when you get to 
legislation, but is altogether too close for 
comfort when you are running a campaign. 
In 1000 we ran our majority up to thirty- 
eight. Two years ago we dropped down to 
about thirty, where the majority now stands, 
making allowance for vacancies. 

“If the democrats carrypfifteen districts 
which are.now représented by republicans, 
they will wipe out our majority in the house 
entirely. You can readily see that in the 
Natural course of events, without regard to 
the campaign work to be done by either party, 
the chances favor the democrats. With an 
€lection held right now we would probably 
elect Roosevelt and Jose the house. 

“If nothing more were done, and the re- 
Publicans remain in their fatal dream of 
Sverconfidence, we will lose not only the house 
but the president, too. If we get right down 
to work and keep things hot from now until 
tlection, we can carry both the president 
Qnd the house of representatives, but we 
@an't do it by sitting around in our chairs and

TRACTION PLANS 
ON NEW TUNNELS, 


Engineer Jackson Presents 
_ Three Solutions and Their 
- Cost for Down Town 
‘Street Cars, 


OR TROLLEY. 


Lawyers Preparing for Expected 
Struggle Before Union Com- 
pany Will Surren- 
der Bores. 


Consulting Engineer George W. Jackson 
submitted comprehensive, although prelimi- 
nary, plans for lowering the street car tun- 

-nels to the committee on local transportation 
yesterday. The plans include alternate sys- 
tems of downtown subways, so as to take the 
cars off the surface. Discussion was post- 
poned a week in order to give the aldermen a 
chance to study the drawings. 

The affirmative action taken at the commit- 
tee meeting was to instruct Chairman Fore- 
man. to, consult with Corporation Counsel 
Tolman as to the legal steps necessary to 
get the Union Traction company out of the 
present tunnels by Jan. 1. The committee 
expects the company will refuse to vacate 
without a fight, and is preparing to make the 
fight. 

The general idea on which Mr. Jackson has 
worked is ultimately to have all street car 
travel in the territory bounded by Michigan 
avenue, Halsted street, Twelfth street, and 
Chicago avenue, carried through subways. 
He asserts this, with the building of five new 
bascule bridges, will be needed to provide for 
the growth of thecity. It is not suggested, 
however, that all this should be done at once. 


_ Cost of Different Plans. 

In the figures presented to the committee 
the engineer gave the cost of lowering the 
tunnels an@bringing the o rs to the surface 
downtown as at present, of building one 
north and one west side subway system 
downtown to care for the cars now going 
through the tunnels, and of a double north 
side and a single west side subway system. 
The difference in cost was not nearly what 
had generally been supposed between the 
subways and the simple tunnel lowering, be- 
ing only $1,740,706 for the cheaper subway 
system and $3,600,280 for the more elaborate 
one. This, however, does not include the cost 
of putting the south side cars tnto subways. 
The figures are:

Approaches the Most Expensive. 

The: reason why simply lowering the tun- 
nels would cost so much more proportien- 
ately than to build new tunnels and subways 
is that the approaches are the most expensive 
part of the tunnel work. Mr. Jackson esti- 
mates that to get a depth of thirty-one feet, as 
required, the approach to a north side tunnel 
would have to run to Washington street. If 
heavy land damages would have to be paid, 
he sa¥s, it would be cheaper to build both 
the tunnel and subway than the tunne! alone. 

His plans for the downtown subways, Mr. 
Jackson explained, he had drawn so as to 
avoid grade crossings and yet get the cars 
as near State street as possible. They con- 
templated loops, but he said it would-be as 
simple a matter to make through routes in 
them as on the streets overhead. He had 
used Washington, Dearborn, and La Salle 
streets as the entrances to the downtown 
subways, but other streets could be used. 


Downtown Subway Routes. 


The routes from the river are: 

Under Dearborn street south to Randolph, east to 
State, north to Lake, west to Dearborn, north 
under the river; cost, $1,595,700. 

lnder La Salle street south to Madison, east to 
Clark, north to Washington, east to State, north to 
Randolph, west to La Salle, thence under the river; 
cost, $1,859,484. | 

Under Washington street east to Franklin, south 
to Monroe, east to Dearborn, north to Madison, east 
to State, north to Washington, west to Clark, south 
to Madison, west to Le Salle, north to Washington, 


thence under the river; cost, $2,405,006. 


For City Railway Subways. 

Included in these plans, but with no esti- 
mates of costs, is the following proposed sys- 
tem of subways for the south side cars from 
Twelfth street north: 

Under Clark street to Jackson, east to State, 
north to Madison, west to Dearborn, south to 
Jackson. west to Clark street, thence to Twelfth. 

Under State street to Jackson, east to Wabash 
avenue, north to Washington, west to State, thence 
to Twelfth. 

Under Wabash avenue to Van Buren street, east 
to Michigan avenue, north to Randolph street, 
west to State, south to Madison, east to Wabash 
avenue, thence to Twelfth street. 

“ With what money the city has and what 
it can set aside for the purpose during the 
three years necessary for the work, we wiil 
have enough to build the cheaper system 
at least,’ said Ald. Bennett, chairman of 
the finance committee. “I shall move at 
the next meeting that the work be recom- 
mended. As for the tunnels, they will have 
to come out, anyhow, by next spring.” 

Mr. Jackson's estimate of the‘eost of sim- 
ply taking out the present tunmMels without 
supplying any substitute is $155,000.

ARMY CUPID IN PERIL 


Gen. Corbin Wants Secretary of 
3 War as Marriage Censor. 


SERVICE 1S OVER MARRIED. 


Would Compel All Officers to First 
Submit Financial Report. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 20.—[Special.}]— 
“No army officer. should be permitted to 
marry until he has satisfied the secretary 
of war that he is in a financial position to 
Support a family,”’ is the urgent recom- 
mendation of Maj. Gen. Henry C. Corbin, 
who expresses the opinion that the army al- 
ready is overmarried, and that a woeful lack 
of judgment is shown in matrimonial affairs 
by young officers on small pay. 

The adjutant general of the department of 
the east advocates making the secretary of 
war a matrimonial censor in his report,which 
is issued today. 


Must Have Proper Income. 

“I am firmly of the ,opinion,” he says, 
“that no officer should enter the marriage 
relation without first getting the authority 
of the war department and that as a neces- 
sary condition thereto that his income after 
marriage will be sufficient to support him- 
self and family, and, above all, if he is to 
live on his pay, he should state on honor that 
Le is free from debt. 

** Marriage of army officers who have 
made no proper provision for assuming the 
resporisibility therefor is hurtful both to 
the army and to the officers themselves. To 
this broad statement there are, of course, 
exceptions, as there are to all broad state- 
ments, but the general fact remains that our 
army is overmarried. | 

‘Pay Not Enough for Family. 

“The pay of a subaltern officer is barely 
enough ‘for his proper support and the ex- 
penses of his equipment and uniform. If to 
this is added the inevitable expensés attached 
to a family, it is not only probable but almost 
certain that when an officer strikes his bal- 
ance at the end of the year he will be behind, 
if he has no income but his pay. 

“That a bachelor officer is more valuable 
to the service than a married officer does not 
follow, nor do I wish to,be understood as so 
saying, but the married officer is less valua- 
ble if in marrying he has not exercised that 
prudence which should govern all transac- 
tions in life.”’ 

Favors Restoring Canteen. 

Gen. Corbin also favors the reéstablish- 
ment of the canteen; and says: 

‘If it were possible to absolutely stop the 
manufacture and use of intoxicating drinks 
and to prevent its use in the military service, 
I would do so; but, realizing that the im- 
possible must give way to what is possible 
and practicable, I am firmly of the opinion 
that it would be In the interest of discipline 
to re@éstablish the canteen feature of the 
post exchange.” | 

Gen. Corbin recommends the enlistment of 
colored men in the artillery, or their transfer 
to that corps from the colored cavalry and 
infantry. 

He strongly advocates the increase of the 
coast artillery by at least one-half, and the 
raising of the pay of the nonc issioned 
| officers and of such privates in the corps as 


have shown themselves qualified as expert

FIND CURE IN DEATH. 


Aged Sisters Lie on Track and 
Calmly Wait for Train. 


OFTEN TALKED OF SUICIDE. 


Lived Useful Lives Until Elder Was 
Stricken with Disease. 


Bucyrus, O., Sept. 20.—[Special.}]—Locked 
in each other’s arms Mary and Lizzie Kehrer 
lay down in front of the midnight express on 
the Ohio Central last night and were killed. 
A pitiful story accounts for the motive of the 
double suicide. The women lived in a little 
home, alone. Some time ago the elder sister 
was stricken with an incurable disease. 


Mind Becomes Unbalanced. 

Humiliation and the knowledge that she 
could not be cured preyed upon her mind until 
she became mentally unbalanced. The sisters 
had been inseparable for half a century, and 
the younger woman grieved for her sister 
until her mind became affected. 

Living lonely lives did not tend to improve 
matters, and they determined to end their 
lives together. Late last night they went 
to the railway track, and, wrapping a blank- 
et about themselves, lay down and waited 
for the express. 


Not Seen by Train Crew. 

They were not seen by the train crew, and 
the horribly mutilated remains which were 
found by section men early this morning was 
the first knowledge of the horror. 

Their lives had been happy and useful up to 
a few months ago. The question of commit- 
ting suicide was often discussed with neigh- 
bors, who discouraged them. 


Holds Steadfast to Purpose. 

The elder sister, however, remained stead- 
fast in her determination to kill herself, and 
it is believed that Lizzie soon began to agree 
with her that such a proceeding was justi- 
fiable. It was the custom of the women to 
retire as early as 7 o'clock, and the neigh- 
bors watched for the daily extinguishing of 
the candle which lighted the little farm- 
house.

Japanese Making Desperate 
Efforts to Capture Ehr-— 
lung Heights. 


TWO FORTS ARE TAKEN. 


Gen. Stoessel Reports Repulse 
of Assaults on Night of 
September 16. 
BULLETIN. 

SHANGHAIL, Sept. 20.—The general attack 
on Port Arthur which began yesterday and tn 
which the Japanese fleet is codperating, was 
resumed this morning. The Japanese cap- 
tured two important forts on either side of 

Sueiszeying, north of Port Arthur. 

CHEFOO, Sept. 20,°5:20 p. m.—Authorita- 
tive information has been received here of a 
general attack upon Port Arthur by the Jap- 
anese forces, which began yesterday before 
daybreak and continued until dark. 

_ All indications point to an effort to cap- 
ture certain of the northeast main forts. 

This is the attack for which the Japanese 
have been preparing for the last nineteen 
days. The main object is to capture the 
fortifications on Erhlung mountain and the 
intermediate forts.

He adds that, the attack 
at the end of August, which was represent- 
ed as two separate assaults, really consti- 
| tuted a ten days’ battle, the fighting being 
the heaviest during the first three days and 
the last four days of that period.

The redoubt is 
about two miles beyond the line of permanent 
forts, and the attack upon this shows that 
the Japanese were not then within striking 
distance of the main fortress. , 


Shanghai Reports Discredited. 

Reports from Shanghai that some of the 
defenses had fallen into the hands of the 
Japanese as a result of a general assault on 
Sept. 20 are not confirmed from Russian 
sources. 

‘The telegrams brought to Chefoo by Prince 
Radziwill have not yet reached the war office. 
It is understood that these dispatches contain 
details of the landing of strong Japanese re- 
inforcements at Dalny, which would tend to 
confirm the belief that it is the intention of 
the Japanese to storm the fortress and that 
the warships will probably take part in the 
attack. In this event Rear Admiral Wiren’s 
division will doubtless go out and engage the 
Japanese fleet.

All Russia is anxiously awaiting news from 
the beleaguered garrison.

Stoessel Reports Fighting. 

An official dispatch received yesterday 
from Gen. Stoessel, and dated Sept. 16, says: 

“ The enemy continues daily to bombard 
the forts and batteries inside the fortress, 
but still without showing any great activity. 

“ The wounded are recovering and eagerly 
resume their places in the ranks.

The 
garrison again repulsed them with rifies and 
machine gunS, supported by artillery. The 
Japanese sustained great losses, and did not 
again.attempt to take the offensive.

by Evanston pelicemen, who testified that. 


Bogle had run his machine at a speed of sey- 
enteen miles an hour. It was found under 
the act regulating the speed of horselesa con- 
veyances upon the highways of Wiinois. 
The act went into force July 1, 1908. 


Provisions of the Law. 


The law reads that it shall be unlawful for 
any person to drive an. automobile used for 
the purpose of conveying passengers or 
freight at a speéd in excess of fifteen miles 
an hour, “ or any otner rate of speed estab- 
lished by ordinance of any city or village of 
gaid state upon any street within such city 
or village,” 


*. The provision ts made that nothing In the 
act shall prohibit the running of automobiles 
- at a greater speed than fifteen miles an hour 
on such city or village streets as may be set | 


apart for the special! use of automobiles. 
The act further provides that when any 
horse is frightened by the approach of an 
automobile it shall be the duty of the person 
driving the machine to come to.a full stop 
until the horse has passed. The penalty 
fixed for violation of. the.statute is a fine of 
not less than $25 nor more than,$200, or im- 
prisonment in jail not to exceed three 
months, or both fine and imprisonment.

WIFE, FRIENDS, EMPLOYERS.

Life Story of Former Convict, Who Is 
Arrested Again, Is One of Lapses 

' Inte Evil Ways in Spite of Prayers | 
ef Loving Women—Man of Brilliant 
Promise is “His Own Worst Enemy”

Luther Kny is “ his own worst enemy.” 
Paroled from the penitentiary at Joliet six- | 


teen months ago, and on Monday rearrested || 


on the chargeof defrauding his fellow-em- 
ployés, he has forfeited at last the love of the 
wife who worked so long for his reformation, 
and whonr he now charges with conspiracy 
with a “ weakthy banker ”’ to work his ruin. 

Kny is known in Chicago to three clasees of 
people—those whom he swindled, those who 
employed \him, and those who loved him. 
The victims say:*“ He was certainly a 


‘sthooth fellow. I never suspected him.’ 


His former employers express surprise at 
the information of his crime, and describe 
him’‘as a brilliant man gone wrong.” 

His divorced wife, now married again, says 
sadiy: ‘‘ He was always so good to me. 
Why can’t he aman?’ 

His mother-in-law, who worked for months 
for his release, and who paid his debts many 
times, says: “I cannot help but fe] tender 
to him yet.” 

No one knows what Kny’s aged parents in 
Germany saying. 


Seeks New Start in America. | 

Kny’s history is a checkered one. Born in 
Germany thirty-five years ago, he came to 
Chicago at the age of 20. His father is an 
officer in the German army. “ We will for- 
give you everything,” He said to the son 
about to start for the new- world, “if you 
will make a man of yourself.’’ 

The young man made friends quickly, and 
he soon became an expert bookkeeper. Ris- 
ing: in a few years to a high position with 
the Northwestern Brewery company, he 
married his pretty neighbor, ulu Goodman, 
048 North Halsted street. ‘This was in 1895. 
A year later a daughter was born, and the 
young ceuple lived happily and in comfort in 
their flat in La Salle averiue. 

One day a detective appeared at the little 
home and informed the young wife that her 
husbsand was under arrest for forgery. This 
was the beginning. He was extricated from 
this predieamhent, and, with tears and pray- 
ers and sacrifices, his wife pleaded with him 
to be good. 


Keeps Straight for Two Years. 

All went well for two years. Then one day 
a check which Gustave Eggers, a druggist 
at 1603 North Clark street, had cashed came 
back marked ‘ worthless.”” The check had 


been given him: by Kny. Eggers was con-* 


vineed that there:had been a mistake until 
many other victims began to complain. None 
of the checks was over $25.. Again Kny was 
arrested. 

Still hoping to turn the erring man in the 
right path, the wife and mother sought to 
stay the prosecution. Ben M. Smith, the 
assistant state’s attorney, who prosecuted 
the case, decided that the hest “ reform "’ 
was a year in the penitentiary. And so the 
heartbroken wife, after selling all her house- 
hold furniture to pay his checks, saw her 
husband go to Joliet. ’ 

On July 29, 1899, Kny was sent to Joliet 
by Judge Chytraus under an indeterminate 
sentence. The wife went to lIfve with her 
mother, and for a year mourned for him. 
At length her resolve was made. ‘ 

“Mother,” @he said, “I do not thin 
Luther ‘will ever come back. There is no 
use in ruining the life of our daughter.’ A 
divorce was easily secured. 

Carl Zetlimeisl; a prosperous young insur- 
ance man, was the secret cause of this grad- 
ual change of sentiment. He convinced the 
young woman that there-was still something 
to live for, and. a year later they were mar- 


» ried and went to live at 81.Evanston avenue. | 


Old People Still True to Him. 


But the mother-in-law and the aged parents 
in the old country had not forgotten. When 
the news of Kny’s parole came they were 
overjoyed, and implored him to start life 
afresh. 

Kny decided to stay in Joliet. He secured 
a position with the American Steel and Wire 
company, amd the year of his parole ended. 
He was free and respetted. In four months 
more his old instincts got the better of him. 
He began borrowing money With which to 
speculate. He lost, and last week some more 
“worthless " checks were cashed by Joliet 
storekeepers. Kny was rearrested, and the 
authorities declare will be returned to the 


penitentiary.

GAMBLERS IN OWN TRAP. 


PLEAS OF NOLO’ CONTENDERE 
WILL NOT CLEAR RECORD. 


After Indicted Men Have Been Fined 
$100 Each Assistant State’s Attorney 
Barnes Tells of Supreme Court Deci- 
siona Putting Stop to Subterfuge—

After the indicted racetrack gamblers had 
entered pleas of nolo contendere yesterday 
and had paid fines of $100 each, Assistant 
State’s Attorney Barnes shattered their 
dream of victory over the state. He an- 
nounced that he had found Supreme court 
decisions in several states that the plea of 
nolo contendere did not nullify the record of 
conviction. This was a blow to the gamblers, 
‘as a third conviction means a penitentiary 
sentence. 

Eugene Elrod, Frank Hall, and John 
Stevens, who had been convicted by a jury, 
paid fines of $300, $800, and $400; respectively. 

Case Costly for Gamblers. 

The total cost to the gamblers, including 

fines, costs, and fees, is believed to be more 
than $12,000. Had thedefendants stood trial 
and been convicted the total fines would prob- 
ably have aggregated $58,000, together with 
the costs and fees. The expense to the state, 
too, would have been considerable.

The 
mills have felt the effect of the competition 
of southern cotton industries, and in other

Rhode Island, of course, is a perfect catch- 
basin of mixed up politics this year. The re- 
publicans lost one congressman at the last 
election, and there is a possibility they may 
lose another this year. The state has a demo- 
cratic governor and there are socialistic in- 
fluences at work there which Senator Aldrich 
and the general managers finddt hard to 
combat. 

They tell me here that New Jersey is safe 
for Roosevelt, but that the majority may be 
reduced. If that js so, a district or two there 
will be in doubt. Fowler had about 1,200 ma- 
jority two years ago, but he will be opposed 
by an eccentric rich man named Flanagan, 
who is a personal friend of Grover Cleveland. 
The ex-president went out of his way in the 
last campaign to deliver a speech for Flana- 
gan, arid. he is likely to do it again and to 
insist on the democratic management put- 
ting some money where it will do the most 
good, and send some big speakers inte the 
district. In the New Brunswick district there 
is only a republican majority of 1,700, so that 
if the majority in New Jersey should be cut 
down to 10,000 from 80,000, where it has been, 
these two districts might go by the board. 


Conditions in Connecticut. 


Connecticut is“a funny state. The power 
of money in politics is exhibited there toa 
greater degree than can be seen in any other 
state in the union. If the democratic man- 
agers should conclude that they can carry 
New York and Indiana, and think that Con- 
necticut will make them sure, nothing would 
be more natural than for them to dump a 
few hundred thousand dollars into the state 
two or three days before election. Practical 
politicians say that such action would settle

Dr. Wilson of Milwaukee spoke of the 
amplification of forecasts for the benefit of 
perishable products, and Prof, Moore gave 
the officials permission to amplify the reports 
hereafter in accordance with the suggestions 
of Dr. Wilson. 

Dr. Prof. Cox of Chicago presented a re- 
port on weather bureau printed forms based 
on the plan in vogue in the Chicago office, 
which report will be adopted by the central 
office.

T. P. Shonts, president and principal stock-

- vailroad, who was in the city yesterday, says 

there is no truth in the reports that the 
control of the road has passed into other 
hands. There have been no negotiations, he 
gays, with either the Vanderbilt or Pennsyl- 
vania people. but he admits that other par- 
ties lately had been making inquiries as to 

- the price at which a majority ‘of the stock 
of the company could be secured. They did 

- not seenr inclined to pay the price demanded. 
President Underwood of the Erie, Mr. 
Shonts said, recently made a trip over the 
road, and felt much impressed with the im- 
proved condition of the property. The road, 
Mr. Shonts said, would be Of greater value 
to the Brie than any other road, but it ap- | 
pears that the Erie is not able, under existing 
circumstances, to buy the property.

The parties 
backing the scheme are said to be interested 
in the Illinois Southern, which runs from 
Chester, Til, to Salem.
